I . Call to Orde r 

The meeting was called to order at 3:10 p.m. by Chairman Gross. The 

minutes of July 17, 1970 meeting were approved. 

I | . Announcements 

1. The ABAG Regional Plan, 1970-1990 was approved last night. The 
plan deleted the Bayfront Freeway and the connector between Route 85 
and the Nimitz Freeway. 

2. The Palo Alto Planning Commission discussed the possibility of 
residential development for the ITT property, an unincorporated 
section of land under the interim ordinance effective until 
August 10, 1971. That Commission will discuss the item again on 
August 12, 1970. 

3. Action by the Board of Supervisors this week included issuing the 
right of entry into County owned land for a proposed spur railroad 
line to carry chlorine required by the j’oint San Jose/Santa Clara 
Water Quality Treatment Plant in order to meet State Water Quality 
requirements. The proposed spur line cuts across the southern 
portion of the proposed Wildlife Refuge. 

4. Leslie Salt Properties would like to make a presentation of their 
plans for the Baylands on October 9, 1970. The Recreation pres¬ 
entation will be rescheduled to October 23, 1970.

IV. Policies Approved by Subcommittee, July 31, 1970 

1. Rapid transit should be developed so as to provide an alternative 
form of transportation in heavily traveled freeway corridors. 
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
